Washington, Oct. 7.—Lieutenant 


Hodgson, of the Brooklyn, was again 
on the stand before the Schley court 
of inquiry today and derailed the part 
the Brooklyn took iu the battle off 
Santiago and the incident of .Jus let- 
ter of June 8 to Admiral Scliley de- 
nying certain -published versions of 
the much-discussed colloquy between 
the witness and the admiral on the 
day of the battle. Lieutenant Hodg- 
son said Admiral Schley had asked 
him to write the letter, 


. 
THE THIBD WEEK, 


The court today entered upon the 


third straight week of the investiga- 
tion of Admiral Schley's conduct in 
the Spanish war. ,The crowd in at- 
tendance was as large as at any pre- 
vious time, indicating that the in- 
terest in the case is unabated. It 
had been ezpected that the navy de- 
partment would be able to complete 
its presentation of the case by the 
close oflast week, but when the court 
opened today Captain Lemly's list of 
witnesses still contained almost a 
dozen names . 


Prominent among these is Captain 


Cha&wick, who was Admiral Samp- 
son's chief of staff and who was .in 
immediate command of the flagship 
New York during the Santiago cam- 
paign. 


The program for today included, 


in addition to these recalled for the 
correction of testimony, the names of 
two new witnesses and of two who 
have hitherto been on the stand. 


NEW WITNESSES. 


The new witnesses who were pres- 


ent when the court convened with 
the expectation of being called to 
the stand during the day were Capt. 
\V. M. Polger, who commanded the 
cruiser New Orleans during the bom- 
bardment of the Cristobal Colon on 
Hay 31st, in which that vessel par- 
ticipated, and Lieut. M. L. Bristol, 
who as an ensign was the watch offi- 
cer on the battleship Texas during 
the Santiago campaign* 


Lieutenant Commander Dyson also 


was present with the understanding 
that he probably would be re-called 
during the day for the purpose of 
continuing his testimony concerning 
the coal supply of the flying squadron 
when it first arrived off Santiago and 
its capacity under varying 
condi- 


tions of speed. 


HODGSON -RESUMES. 


The day's proceedings began with 


the recall of Lieutenant Doyle and 
Commander Bodgers for the purpose 
of correcting their previous testi- 
mony, and when they had been ex- 
cused Lieutenant Commander Hodg- 
son,-navigator of the-Brooklyn dur- 
ing the Santiago campaign, resumed 
the stand* This was his third sitting 
and when he began today's testimony 
the judge advocate had not entirely 
'completed his questions. 


There were still a few of the letters 


constituting the correspondence be* 
tween the witness and Admiral 
Schley to be read, and when they 
were concluded Captain Lemly and 
Mr. Hanna 
questions. 


When the reading of the Schley- 


Hodgson correspondence had been 
concluded Captain Lemly asked Mr, 
Hodgson whether his denial of the 
colloquy between himself and Com- 
modore Schley had ever been publish- 
ed entixfc. 


Mr. Hodgson replied in the nega- 


tive, saying that the last paragraph 
of his letter of denial had not been 
printed. Thin paragraph referred to 
the inclosure of a newspaper clipping 


Mr. Baynor began his cross-exam 


ination by asking Mr. Hodgson 
whether the -Marblehead had .hailed 
the Brooklyn when the two vessels 
passed each other as the Brooklyn 
was on her way to Cienf uegos. 


The witness replied in the negative 


The examination then turned upon 
events about Cienfuegos, and in re 
ply to Mr. Baynor's inquiry, Mr 
Hodgson detailed'these at length. 


The witness then, in response to 


request from Mr. -Raynor, continued 
•his description of the naval battl 
of July 3 from the point where he hac 
dropped that description at Captain 


Lemly's request while he was on the 
stand Priday. 


DID ALL SHE COULD* 


In this connection he said: "The 


Brooklyn did all she could. She got 
into action just as quick as steam 
could carry 
her there. We com- 


menced flring as soon as the first gun 
on the port bow would bear, and we 
kept the port battery firing until she 
turned -with port helm through the 
arc, using the aft guns until we got 
all the starboard guns to bear." 


The witness detailed the first ap- 


pearance those on the Brooklyn saw 
of the Oregon at a time in the pur- 
suit of the Spanish vessels when the 
Brooklyn seemed to be in the chase 
alone, Captain Cook saying, "God 
bless the Oregon." The further de- 
tails of the pursuit of the Colon and 
her surrender were also given. 
It 


was 1:15 in the afternoon when the 
Colon fired her port gun and hauled 
down her flag. A boat was got out 
and Captain Cook went aboard the 
Colon to receive her surrender. 


Hr. Baynor: "What was the bear- 


ing of Commodore Schley during this 
engagement or any engagement in 
which you saw him?" 


SCHLEY'S BEARING. 


"His bearing and manner, with re- 


spect to an officer of his rank and 
station in the naval service, were nat- 
urally those of a commander4n-chief 
of a naval force on that occasion." 


The witness said that the commo- 


dore had occupied a place on a plat- 
form around the conning tower dur- 
ing the engagement. This, he said, 
was a position of danger, as the com- 
modore was there always in full view 
of the enemy's ships. 


"It has been stated here," said Mr. 


Baynor, "that the 
Brooklyn ran 


2,000 yards away from the <memy's 
hips in making her loop." 
The witness replied: "Any wit- 


ness who made that statement, al- 
hough 'he may have stated what he 
hought had occurred, was absolutely 
mistaken," 


"How far did she go from 
the 


enemy's vessels?" 
"She must have gone fcbout 600 


yards to the southward, as that is 
about the tactical diameter of the 
Brooklyn at that speed." 


"Did this turn interfere with the 


Brooklyn's ability to keep up her 
fire?" 


"It did net; she continued to fire 
rom her aft turrets." 
In the course of his examination as 


to the colloquy with Admiral Schley 
during the battle, during which Ad* 
miral. Schley 'had said "Damn the 
Texas," the witness said the dialogue 
as it had been reported by newspa- 
pers was fictitious. Admiral Schley, 


said, had used the expression as 


one might who was irritated, not as 
n any way condemning the Texas 
'or being there. 


The court at this point adjourned 


for luncheon. 


The afternoon session of the court 


began with a question put to Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hodgson by Mr. 
Hanna. He asked why he had writ- 
ten his categorical denial of the 
newspaper report of the colloquy be- 
tween 
himself 
and 
Commodore 


Schley.

New York, Oct. 7.—What 
may 


urn out to-be a murder mystery 
•was discovered this morning when 
he body of a ^-year-old boy was 
lound ia an areaway at 361 West 
Twenty-second street. 


The body was identified by Sidney 


Hyan, a cook, of 300 West Twenty- 
firtft strecit, as ithat of 'his son Albert. 
Ryan said 'that the last time he had 
seen the boy alive was yesterday 
it 4 o'clock when 'lie was playing 
m the street in front of 'his home. 
He said he knew of no re'ason why 
lis son should h'ave 'been killed, as 
the family had no enemy. 


The -body was clothed only in a 
iair of light cotton drawers, but be- 
side tho body -was a number of gar- 
ments, which evidently had belonged 
o the 1'a'd, Except for a laceration 
in the boy's abdomen there were no 
marks of violence on the body. 


The clothing 
foun'd in the bag 


with -the boy consisted <of a pair of 
lue serge knee pants, blue sailor 
cap with the crown projecting over 
the sides, ti wliite linen waist, pair 


f lace shoes without heels, two pairs 
f black stockings and a black silk 
belt lined with "white silk and hav- 
ng a metal buckle which when 
oined represented a pair of golf 
sticks. 


In the f ron!t of 'the cap in gold lace 
s an emblem of a £hip on either 
side 'of which are (the letters "U. S." 


The body was in a burlap bag 


dt was found. The police be- 


ieve the child 'was murdered nnd 
that the body -was being carried to 
the river wthen it foeame too heavy 
and as in a number of similar cases 
was deposited dn the most conven- 
ent place. The body was placed in 
the bag in an upright position. An 
autopsy will 'be performed. 


It was learned by the police that 


the boy was the son of a mulatto 
woman named Eobinson who lived 
with Uyan as fhis wife, but Ryan was 
not the father. 
The mother was 


taken to the morgue, where she 
identified the body and said the 'boy 
was her son, Albert Robinson. She 
became hysterical and said she want- 
ed to kill herself.

A. K. Wifrwer, died last April.

sach instance death was somewhat 
sudden and -all were strangely alike. 


Ths prisoner ds forty-seven yeatrs

She has two sons J - 
the Philippines and u sister, it as 
stated, in a New York asylum-. No 
conceivable motive for tihe suspected 
crimes has been disclosed.

The third husband of Mrs. Witwer 


was William Stowe, who died at Mid- 
dleton with symptom^, it is stated, of 
arsenical -poisoning.

but without result.

Mr. Stowe's death Mrs. Witwer came 
;o Dayton and became housekeeper 
for 
Charles K. Keller, a widower. 


Keller died suddenly and the infor- 
motlon since gained by the coroner 
concerning Keller's death is that Shis. 
•ailment was similar to thlat of a per- 
son affected by poison. Mrs* Witwer 
next acted as housekeeper for John 
A. Wenz, a druggist 
In July, last 


year, Wenz's four-year-old son sud- 
denly died, and two months later 
Wenz died. 
The doctors attributed 


Wenz's death to blood poisoning, but 
now tell the coroner they were dis- 
satisfied with thedr diagnosis at the 
time. 
Mrs. Stowe then went to live 


with a Mr. and Mrs. Gabler, on Best 
street, Riverside. 
These two persons 


died suddenly and the coroner now 
sayis their sickness was of the nature 
of arsenical poisoning.

NEW CANAL TREATY, 


Walter Wellman 
telegraphs 
the 


Chicago Record-Herald from Wash- 
ington that the United States and 
Great Britain have reached a new 
agreement concerning the isthmian 
canal question 
and that 
the new 


treaty will be presented to the senate 
for ratification early in the coming 
session. Hr, Wellman gives the fol- 
lowing as the substance of this new 
treaty; 


"1. Tor abrogation of the old Clay* 


ton-Bulwer treaty in toto. 


"2. For a neutral isthmian canal, 


in case one be constructed by the 
United States, open in time of peace 
to the ships of all nations upon equal 
terms, 


"3. This neutrality is guaranteed 


by the United States alone, and other 
maritime powers are not invited to 
participate in such guarantee. Great 
Britain is inferentially one of the 
guarantors, because she is a party to 
this treaty. 


"4. In case of war the United 


States reserves the right to take such 
steps for its own protection as it may 
deem proper." 


If there is a new treaty upon such 


a basis, and Mr. Wellman's advance 
information is usually very reliable 
and accurate, it will put an end quick- 
ly to what has promised to be a long 
and serious contention. Great Brit- 
ain has evidently come to the point 
where she can see the real trend of 
her interests. British statesmanship 
moves slowly, but in this instance 
there has been unusual celerity—if it 
is all true. 


M'KINLEY'S LAST WORDS. 


Washington, Oct. 7.—Three thous- 


and persons yesterday attended the 
memorial services in honor of the 
late President McKinley, conducted 
by the Sons and Daughters of Ohio 
resident in this city. The most in- 
teresting feature of the occasion was 
the reading of a letter from Dr. Mann, 
one of the president's physicians in 
Buffalo, to the secretary of the asso- 
ciation, as follows: "As 
President 


McKinley was dying I stood behind 
a screen in his room and' heard him 
say his last words. His wife came 
into the room 
and he said to her: 


*Good-bye, all; good-bye. It's God's 


way. 
His will be done, not ours.' 


There was some further conversation 
with his wife in the way of leave- 
taking, but this should not be re* 
peated. About an hour later he said 
to his wife: 'Nearer, 
my God, to 


Thee, e'en though it be a cross, has 
been my constant prayer.' He tried 
to *ay something more, but I could 
rot catch it. I gave out at the time 
the first sentence as being the most 
appropriate to be remembered as his 
last words. I wrote them down at 
the time, so that 
there can be no 


question about it." A letter from 
President Roosevelt, regretting his 
inability to be present, was read.

A PROPOSITION 


FROM THE FORT WAYNE TRAC- 


TION COMPANY. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., Oct. 4, 1903.

Chairmtu of ' Contracts and Franchises 
Committee of the Common Council, City. 
Dear Sir—I herewith hand you a 


proposition covering several plans by 
which the Fort Wayne and South- 
western Traction company and other 
inter-urban companies may use the 
tracks of the tfort Wayne Traction 
company within the city limits of 
Fort Wayne as they now exist or may 
hereafter be extended. 


Plan 1. With the permission of 


the city we will construct a double 
track on Broadway, from Creighton 
avenue to Washington street, and on 
Main street, from Broadway to Cal- 
houn street, and will then extend the 
use of this track to the Fort Wayne 
and Southwestern Traction company 
upon the following terms: The Fort 
Wayne and Southwestern Traction 
company to furnish the cars and the 
men to operate the same and to pay 
us a full five-cent fare for all pas- 
sengers carried, nil passengers to re- 
ceive transfers to and from our vari- 
ous city lines, and we will pay the 
wages of the Southwestern company's 
motor-men and conductors while oper- 
ating cars over our lines. If trans- 
fers are not given, then the fore is to 
be three cents instead of five, and 
the Southwestern company to furnish 
the cars and the men and to pay the 
wages of the men while operating 
over the said linfts. 


Plan 2. With the permission of 


the city we will construct a track or 
tracks from our property on Hclman 
street to Clinton street, and north on 
Clinton slreet from Holm.xM to Lewis 
streets, thence on Clinton street from 
Holman north to Main street. 
We 


will construct a single track (thus 
constituting a double track between 
Lewis and Main streets, there being a 
single track on this portion of the 
street at present), thence on Clinton 
street from Main to Columbia, we 
will construct a double track, one of 
which may be used as a running 
track and the other as a sidetrack for 
the purpose of permitting the inter- 
urban cars to wait for passengers and 
make connections wK'i other lines. 
We will permit the Fort Wayne and 
Southwestern company, after it 1 rs 
constructed its lines from Harrison 
street on Douglas avenue, crossing 
Calhoun street to Montgomery street, 
and thence to Clinton street, t* make 
connection at this point with oxir 
Clinton street tracks, and to u*e the 
same from Montgomery street to the 
terminus above described, on Clinton 
street, between Main ai>d Columbia 
streets, free of charge, except a .pro 
rata share of the track repair ac 'ount 
and one-half the cost of a:iy new 
street paving which may hereafter 
be ordered by the city; buf. for every 
one hundred feet of track of the Fort 
Wayne Traction company sa used by 
the Fort Wayne and Southwestern 
company the former company shall 
have the privilege of using a liitc dis- 
tance of the track of the Port Wayne 
and Southwestern company under the 
same terras wherever located within 
the city limits of Fort Wayne. Under 
this plan no transfers will be given 
or accepted. We will further per .lit 
the Fort Wayne and Southwestern 
company to use our poles and guy 
wires on Clinton street for the pur- 
pose of permitting it to string its 
own trolley and feed wires for the 
purpose of operating its cars by its 
own power.

Plan 3. We will make the "same 


proposition in regard to constructing 
track on Clinton and Holman streets 
as described in plan 2, and if the 
Fort Wayne and Southwestern com- 
pany does not desire to u;j i^s o\yn 
power we will give them the use of 
the track and furnish pover ti pro- 
pel their cars, they to furnish the 
cars and men to operate same, and 
w. will make an equal division of a 
five-cent fare or an equal division of 
six tickets for twenty-five cents. 
Should any interurban company ac- 
quire the right to transport baggage, 
express, mail matter 
or freight 


through the streets of the city, we 
would accept the following compen- 
sation on such business: All matter, 
except live stock, if earned in com- 
bination passenger and baggage car.", 
a prorata share of the gx^oss revenue 
from such business, the same to be 
determined on a mileage basis or dis- 
tance carried over the lines of the re- 
spective companies; for the transpor- 
tation of freight in freight 
cars, 


$4.00 per car from the point w 
the interurban line comes into the 
city or is turned over from the inter- 
urban lines to the Fort Wayne Trac 
tion company, to the regular terminus 
of the interurban company wherever 
located; or, if car is delivered at'any 
other point after having first deliv- 
ered it at the regular terminus, then 
an additional charge of $2.00 per car 
may bf* made. 


Any of the above plans, with the 


exception of plan No. 2, will be ap- 
plicable to any other interurban com- 
pany or companies. I desire to direct 
your attention to the fact that a com- 
pany called the Fort Wayne and Lima 
Traction com;mny is proposing to 
construct an intevurban electric line 
from Lima, 0,, to this city* They have 


asked us for and we havo.submitted 
to them a proposition undei* which 
their cars could come into this city 
over our Lewis street line. If (as 
seems probable), this proposition is 
accepted, the Clinton street plan 
would accommodate this company in 
an adequate manner. 
Should an 


interurban line approach the city 
from the north, it would be exactly 
in line with the Clinton street propo- 
sition. I respectfully call your at- 
tention to the fact that the Clinton 
street line would enable interurban 
companies to land their passengers 
directly at the, opera house and \ ost- 
ofHce, and practically at the court 
house, city hall and the market 
space; also within a few'steps of the 
depots of the Pennsylvania and Wa- 
bash Railroad companies. 


In explanation of the liberal terms 


contained in plan 2, or that portion 
of said plan which relates to the 
Southwestern company's stringing 
their own wires and operating their 
cars with their own power, I have to 
say that it ds the intention of the 
Fort Wayne Traction company to 
make the terms so liberal as to make 
it evident to all concerned, especially 
the general public, who have been 
led to believe that the Fort Wayne 
Traction company has been using ob- 
structive tactics, 'that such is not the 
case, but that on the other hand the 
Fort Wayne Traction company has 
always been willing to make a faiv 
and equitable arrangement with any 
interurban company seeking entrance 
to this city.

There were 
a dozen or more prisoners before the 
bar and they were disposed of by 
Judge Louttit ad libitum, ad seri- 
atum. 
Delman Brand and Richard 


Adams were arrested on Saturday by 
Pennsylvania company officers for 
train climbing and they were sent 
away with the serious admonition not 
to be caught loaiing inside the city 
limits within two hours and under no 
circumstances to climb Pennsylvania 
company cars to get out of town on, 


Oscar Miller was drunk; that's all. 


Ten dollars; that's all. 


Edward Jloderwell was 
charged 


with being drunk and it was shown 
that lie had some excuse for being 
in that condition. The principal ex- 
tenuating circumstance was that no- 
body in Fort Wayne 
could 
have 


drank as much booze as he did and 
remained sober. Under those circum- 
stances the judge assessed the fine 
at ?1 and costs. 


David Roche, smiling 
as usual, 


penitent as usual, and promissory as 
usual, admitted that he had taken 
more whisky than, was absolutely 
necessary to knock out the severe at- 
tack" of malaria 
which seized him 


Saturday afternoon. Despite David's 
plea for a private audience with the 
judge a fine of $10 and costs was in- 
flicted. 


HOBO CAMP RAIDED. 


Next came a. gang of hoboes and 


squatters who have made life miser- 
able for residents in the neighbor- 
hood of that portion of the city lying 
between the electric light works and 
the Wabash shops. 
For nearly a 


week a gang has camped there, build- 
ing bonfires, keeping up a regular 
cnmp and indulging in such diver- 
sions as any similar congregation of 
persons without home or habitation 
would naturally indulge in, if per- 
mitted. First on the list came two 
Fort Wayne lads, George O'Connor 
and Fred Reber, who were found at 
the camp and were taken in -with the 
balance of the push. It was shown 
that these boys have.good homes and 
have been guilty, probably, of noth- 
ing worse than bad associations'and 
equally bad habits. 
It was shown 


that they had been hanging around 
the camp for some days and had acted 
as errand boys, going out after food 
beer and other kinds of commissary 
supplies. Judge Louttit gave them 
the usual lecture and allowed them 
to go. Fred Maher and Arthur 
Cann, two cigarmakers, arrested with 
the party, pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of vagrancy, although they 
admitted that they had been out o: 
work for awhile and had been stay- 
ing at the camp. The judge said 
that he would not fine them, but that 
they would have to get work, leave 
town or have their union become re 
sponsible for their conduct during 
their further stay in the city. Ar- 
thur Dussoiit, who said he was an 
American of French descent, came in 
from Elkhart last Friday and has 
been living at the camp ever since.

DEFECTS IN THE CAPITOL. 


Frederic Harrison's admiration for 


the capitol as an architectural work 
and the central object of the Wash- 
ington landscape is shared by so 
many that one con always send a 
thrill of pained surprise through a 
part of every group of visitors by a 
reminder that only its two wings are 
built of matfble, 
and that for the 


whiteness of its main body we must 
thank copious and oft-renewed appli 
cations of white paint. But quite as 
much astonishment is likely to be 
felt by most persons at the discovery 
that -the great dome, which has been 
the delight of all beholders, is not 
precisely in the axis of the central 
portico, but about 
six feet out of 


place. Yet such is the case. It has 
been necessary to restore to some 
trickery to deceive -the eye in taking 
in the whole effect of the edifice, but 
the cheat has been accomplished so 
cleverly that it may be forgiven. An- 
other fact little known to the public 
is that the exquisite proportions of 
the dome are the result of accident, 
not design. The present lines do not 
follow the architectural 
drawings, 


because when the base of the dome 
proper was measured preparatory to 
lowering it into the collar, which was 
already in place for it, it was found 
to be too large. The -collar could not 
be changed to fit, so the original base 
was cut off at the point where the 
diminishing diameter would slip into 
the collar. The result was most grat- 
ifying. If, as many experts assert, 
the present dome is perfect, it fol- 
lows that the dome as first designed 
would have been imperfect, and if 
it had been used, one of the most 
satisfactory public 
edifices in the 


world -would have lacked a large part 
of its present charm.-—Boston Trans- 
cript.

NEW FUEL PUZZLES PINDEB.

covered a new fuel which is believed 
to be commercially 
valuable

which cannot ns yet be classified by 
tho , scientists, says the Chicago 
Chronicle. This peculiar deposit has 
been discovered near 
'A sot in 
and 


Lewigton. The product has a woody 
fiber and bw*n$ with a dry flame like 
dry wood. There is on occasions a 
sputtering as if there were oil in the 
substance, but there is no book on 
bitumens -that treats of it in fca 
manner. Assayist Passett says that 
he has never seen or heard of a sim- 
ilar substance. He says -that it ap- 
pears to him like dried fungus, but 
that if -the reports sent -to him are 
correct his theory must be wrong< 


In a letter sent from Asotin the 


writer states that he has a four-foot 
ledge uncovered and has sunk on it 
a distance of six feet, the ledge lying 
between rock walls. There was a de- 
cayed worm found in a piece of the 
product sent to the assay office, and 
that is taken to show a vegetable 
formation. The samples can be split 
into sections with a knife without 
encountering any grit. If there is a 
ledge, as described, and it is within 
well defined walls, the substance will 
be of great commercial value. 
Mr. 


Passett expects to visit 
<the ledge 


shortly and see the formation him- 
self.

HODGSON 'RESUMES. 


The day's proceedings began with 


the recall of Xieutenant Doyle and 
Commander Eodgers for the purpose 
of correcting their previous testi- 
mony, and -when they had been ex- 
cused Lieutenant Commander Hodg- 
son,-navigator of the-Brooklyn dur- 
ing the Santiago campaign, resumed 
the stand.

Schley to bs read, and when they 
were concluded Captain Lemly and

proceeded 
with their 


questions. 


When the reading of the Schley- 


Hodgson correspondence .had been 
concluded Captain Lomly asked Mr. 
Hodgson whether his denial of the 
colloquy between himself and Com- 
modore Schley had ever been publish- 
ed entii'e. , 


Mr. Hodgson replied in the nega- 


' tive, saying that the last paragraph 
of his letter of denial had not been 
printed. - This paragraph referred to 
the inclosure of a newspaper clipping. 


Mr. Raynor began his cross-exam- 


ination by 
asking Mr. 
Hodgson 


whether the Marblehcad hnd .hailed 
the Brooklyn when the two vessels 
passed each other ns the 
Brooklyn 


•was on her way to Cienfuegos. 


The witness replied in tho negative. 


Tho examination then turned upon 
events about Cienfuegos, and in re- 
ply to Mr. Raynor's 
inquiry, Mr. 


Hodgson detailed 'theso at length. 


The witness then, in response to a 


request.from Mr. Raynor, continued 
•his description of the naval battle 
of July 3 from,the point where he had 
dropped that description at Captain 


Lemly's request while he was on the 
stand Friday. 


DID ALL SHE COULD. 


In this connection he said: "The 


Brooklyn did all she could. She got 
into action just as quick as steam 
could carry 
her there. 
We 
com- 


menced firing as soon as tho first gun 
on the port bow would bear, and we 
kept the port battery firing until she 
turned with port helm through tho 
arc, using the aft guns until we got 
all the starboard guns to bear." 


The witness detailed the first ap- 


pearance those on the Brooklyn saw 
of the Oregon at a time in the pur- 
suit of the Spanish vessels when the 
Brooklyn seemed to be in the chase 
alone, Captain Cook saying, "God 
bless the Oregon." The further de- 
tails of the pursuit of the Colon and 
her surrender were also given. 
It 


was 1:15 in the afternoon when the 
Colon fired her port gun and hauled 
down her. flag. A boat was got out 
and Cnptnin Cook went aboard the 
Colon to-receive her-surrender. . 


Mr. Raynor: • "What was the bear- 


ing- of Commodore Schley during this 
engagement or any engagement in 
which you saw him?" 


SCHLEY'S BEARING . 


"His hearing and manner, with re- 


spect to an officer of his rank and 
station in the naval service, were nat- 
urally those of a commander-in-chief 
of a naval force on that occasion." 


The witness said that the commo- 


dore had occupied a place on a plat- 
form around the conning tower dur- 
ing the engagement. This, he said, 
was a position of danger, as the com- 
modore was there always in full view 
of the enemy's ships. 


"It has been stated here," said Mr, 


Raynor, "that the 
Brooklyn ran 


2,000 yards away from the enemy's 
ships in -making her loop."

The witness replied: 
"Any wit- 


ness who made that statement, al- 
though 'he may have stated what he 
thought had occurred, was absolutely 
mistaken."

Did this turn interfere with the 


Brooklyn's ability

;It did nat; she continued to fire 


from her aft turrets." 


<In.the course of his examination aa 


to the colloquy with Admiral Schloy 
during the battle, during which Ad- 
miral. Schley had said 
"Damn the 


Texas," the witness said the dialogue 
as it had been reported by newspa- 
pers was fictitious. 'Admiral Schley, 
he said, had. used the expression as 
one might who was irritated, not as 
in any way condemning the Texas 
for 'being there. 


The court at this point adjourned 


for luncheon. 


The afternoon session of the court 


began with a question put to -Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hodgson by Mr. 
Hanna. He asked why he had writ- 
ten his categorical denial of the 
newspaper report of the colloquy be- 
tween

and

Schley. 


DEWEY INSISTS ON FACTS.

story of her abduction, confinement 
and robbery. 
She concluded 'her 


testimony by stating that she wat; 
robbed of her jewelry, valued at 82,- 


iOO, and cash amounting to $70, and 
was forced to sign1 checks lor $500. 
After a, check 
of $155 had been 


cashed she was released, she said. 


Detective Donahy related the story 


of the arrest of the prisoners and 
stated that nil had confessed. 
Duii- 


ln.p, he said, told 'him that luis pur- 
pose was to assist Sloan in placing 
Mrs. G oodrich in the hand's cd! the law 
and order society. 
He had' n:ot been 


told of the intention to rob the wom- 
an. 
Wallace was the only .prisoner 


to testify. 
He said Sloan had sug- 


gested to him the plan by which Mrs. 
Goodrich was to be abducted in the 
interest of the 1'aw (an'd order society, 
which organization: would' reward 
them for their services. 
Later Wal- 


lace and Sloan, made the proposition 
to rob tho woman. 
Wallace re-fused 


to 'become a party to the robbery, he 
declared, and said further that Ije'dad 
not see Slotin from that time until the 
day of iliis arrest. 


In answer to questions Wallace said 


the suggestion to capture Mrs. Good- 
rich for the law and order society was 
also made by •another newspaper man. 
The latter has not been arrested.

of conspiracy, 'highway robbery, as- 
sault 'and battery and kidnaping.

LAID AT HER BOOB. 


WAS MANY TIMES MARRIED 


HUSBANDS AND CHILDEEN HER 


.VICTIMS.

Witwer, a widow residing in this 
city, has been arrested by the police 
at the instigation of tiie coroner and 
is held a prisoner at the centra! sta- 
tion pending an investigation into 
very serious charges.

"1. Tor abrogation of the old Clay 


ton-Bulwer treaty in toto. 


"2. For a neutral isthmian canal 


in case ono be constructed

United States, open in time of peac 
to the ships of all nations upon equa 
terms. 


"3. This neutrality is guaranteed 


by the United States alone, and othe. 
maritime powers are not invited t< 
participate in such guarantee. Grea 
Britain, is inferentially one of the

this treaty. 


;4. In case of war the United 


States reserves the right to take such 
steps for its own protection as it may 
ueem proper." 


If there is a new treaty upon sucli 
basis, and Mr. Wellman's advance 


information is usually very reliable 
and accurate, it will put an end quick- 
ly to what has promised to be a long 
and serious contention. Great Brit- 
.in has evidently come to the poini 
where she can see the real trend of 
icr interests.

DEFECTS IN THE CAPITOL. 


Frederic Harrison's 'admiration, for 


the capitol as an architectural work 
and -the central object of the Wash- 
ington 
landscape 
is 
shared by so 


m-any that 
one can always send a 


thrill of pained surprise through 'a 
part of every group of visitors by a 
reminder that only its two wings are 
built of marble, 
and that for the 


whiteness of its main body we must 
thank copious and oft-renewed appli- 
cations of white paint. But quite as 
much, astonishment is likely to be 
felt by most persons at 'the 'discovery 
that the great dome, which has been 
tbe delight of all beholders, is not 
precisely in .tlie axis of the central 
portico, but about 
six feet out of 


place. Yet such is the case. It has 
been necessary 
to restore to some 


trickery to deceive 'the eye in taking 
in the -whole effect of the edifice, but 
the -cheat has -been, accomplished so 
cleverly that it may be forgiven. An- 
other fact little known to the public 
is that the exquisite proportions of 
the'dome arc the result of accident, 
not design. The present lines do not 
follow tbe architectural 
drawings, 


because when the base of -the dome 
proper was measured preparatory to 
lowering it into the collar, which was 
already in place for it, it was found 
to be too large. The -collar could not 
be changed to fit, so the original base 
was cut off at the point where the 
diminishing diameter would slip into 
the collar. The result was most grat- 
ifying. 
If, as many experts assert, 


the present dome is perfect, it fol- 
lows that the dome as first designed 
would have been imperfect, and if 
it had been, used, one of the most 
satisfactory public 
edifices in the 


world would have lacked -a large part 
of its present charm.- Boston, Trans- 
crip t.

NEW FUEL PUZZLES PINDEB. 


Out in Washington they havo dis- 


covered a new fuel which is believed 
to be commercially valuable 
and 


which cannot -.is yet be classified by 
the scientists, 
says the 
Chicago 


Chronicle. This peculiar deposit has 
been discovered near 
'Asotin 
and 


Leiriston. The product has a woody 
liber and burns -with a dry flame like 
dry wood. There is on occasions a 
sputtering as if 'there were oil in tbe 
substance, but there is no book on 
bitumens that treats of it in 'any 
manner. Assayist Fassett says that 
he has never ssen or 3ieard of a sim- 
ilar substance. Ho says that it ap- 
pears to him like dried fungus, but 
that if the reports sent 'to him nre 
correct his theory must be wrong. 


In a letter sent from Asotin the 


writer states that he has a four-foot 
ledge uncovered and bas sunk on it 
a distance of six feet, the ledge lying 
between rock walls. There was a de- 
cayed worm found in a piece of the 
product sent to the assay office, and 
that is taken 
to show a vegetable 


formation. The samples can bo split 
into sections -with a knife without 
encountering any grit. If there is a 
ledge, as described, and it is within 
well defined walls, the substance will 
be of great commercial value. 
Mr. 


Tassett expects to visit "the ledge 
shortly and see the formation him 
self.
